SENATE IN AID OF 
STATE INSTITUTIONS 


St. Paul, March 20.—The state sen­ 
ate today passed a bill appropriating 
$S,338,650 for state Institutions under 
the state board of control. 
This appropriation will take care of 
the institutions for the next two years. 
The amount is $995,000 less than 
was asked for the institutions, but Is 
700.000 more than was appropriated 
for the same purpose two years ago.

In t e l l i g e n c e suggests that County Agent K. G. Both is on 
the right track when he points out that Brainerd’s prosperity de­ 
pends largely on the development of the rural districts of Crow 
Wing county. 
The development of agricultural resources means 
an increase in the business transacted at the county seat. 
Mr. Ruth has called attention to a number of things of vital 
interest to the people of Brainerd. 
Ile affirms that there was more 
land cleared in Crow Wing county during 1922 than in any other 
county in Minnesota. 
Such land would not have been cleared 
unless the farmers who cleared it were convinced that it had a 
cr op-producing vaine. 
A yet more significant fact is that the farmers of the county 
expect to use a certain amount of this land for alfalfa raising. 
Experiment stations have been established and others are being 
platted. 
Past experiments have convinced many farmers of the 
advisability of growing this valuable crop and the new experi­ 
ment stations will convince many more. 
The use of marl will 
make the sandy lands of Crow Wing county profitable, and this 
county is destined to become one of the best dairying counties in 
Minnesota. 
Poultry raising is rapidly increasing in the county which, 
experts say, has advantages over the much vaunted points where 
this work has been largely developed. 
There are a few who will deny that Crow Wing county may 
be made an outstanding county, measured by its agricultural 
products, and yet, there is not as much practical effort put for­ 
ward by thine who believe this as there ought to be. 
lf this is to 
he realized eventually, it would be well to attempt to make it come 
true now. 
Nothing grows of itself, except weeds. 
The agricul­ 
ture of Crow Wing county will not be developed without the hard 
work of farmers who are accorded the hearty cooperation of the 
business men of Brainerd. 
Tourists sometimes build summer 
cottages and often catch our fish; farmers build permanent homes 
and grow our crops. 
Tourists are not really producers; they pax 
and pass on. 
Farmers are producers who buy and sell and abide. 
Agricultural developments are permanent values.

In Waite Hoyt, ( ’a il Mays, Rob Shawkey, Joe Rush, Sam Jones and Herb 
Penhook the Yanks have the greatest pitching staff in baseball. 
From a casual glance ai that layout it would seem that tile job of Hug­ 
gins would consist merely in pointing at one of them and commanding: 
“Go out there and bring In this game.’’ 
The big problem, however, is to keep their arms in shape. 
No two pitch­ 
er# are built alike. 
Some need plenty of work to stay in condition and others 
are good for perhaps only four games in three weeks. 
Huggins might have less worry if he had only Hoyt, Mays and Rush, as 
they thrive on work. 
May$ says he would like to start in forty five games next season and 
Hoyt gets off form if lie isn't pitched often. 
Shawkey and Pen nock arc good 
when they can rest three days between jobs and Sam Jones isn’t any too 
strong. 
The big job for Huggins will be to arrange some kind of a working 
schedule that will keep them all lit for duty. 
He didn’t succeed at it last year. 
Mays went way off form and so did 
Jones.
